ALBANY  SAGA 

Albany  was  granted,  by  Benning  Wentworth,  to  Clement  March  and 
otliers  in  1766  and  was  known  as  Burton  until  1857  when  disputed  boun- 
daries caused  it  to  be  annexed  to  Carroll  County  and  was  called  Albany.  By 
this  act  it  became  a  part  of  the  first  congressional  and  first  councilor  and 
fourth  senatorial  districts  in  the  state. 

Albany  township  covered  36,700  acres  and  of  this  very  little  was  tillable, 
nevertheless,  it  did  abound  in  virgin  timber  of  an  unestimated  amount  es- 
pecially in  the  Passaconway  area  and  at  the  time  the  lumbering  operations 
kept  the  stream  and  water  mills  very  busy. 

1850  was  the  peak  year  for  population  —  455  —  resided  in  the  town, 
wherein  only  a  handful  —  140  —  a  century  later.  The  town  supported  three 
schools,  none  now.  Four  grist  mills  provided  work  —  they,  too,  have  dis- 
appeared. In  1785  the  Freewill  Baptists  from  the  neighboring  town  of 
Chocorua  established  a  meeting  house  in  Albany.  It  flourished  for  awhile 
then  ceased  to  exist.  In  1889,  some  of  the  townspeople  realized  the  need 
of  some  fonn  of  religion  so  on  July  9,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  for  the 
Union  Chapel.  Unfortunately  this  venture  proved  to  be  no  better  than  the 
other  so  the  chapel  was  idle  until  1934,  by  an  act  of  the  townspeople  it  was 
voted  that  tlie  chapel  share  its  usefulness  with  tlie  town  and  it  became 
known  as  The  Albany  Chapel  and  Town  Hall. 

Progress  touched  the  quiet  little  town  in  1847  when  a  charter  was 
issued  to  the  railroad  company  to  lay  tracks  through  a  portion  of  the  town- 
ship. It  really  meant  nothing  special  to  the  town  other  than  it  provided 
better  transportation  to  Conway  where  people  disembarked  for  Albany. 
Tourists  or  summer-boarders  as  tJiey  were  called  took  advantage  of  the  train 
to  reach  the  hotels  where  they  stayed  PUT  for  die  season,  so  Albany's  two 
hotels  were  popular.  Only  the  site  and  memory  of  them  remain.  However, 
our  great  asset  is  the  beautiful  Chocorua  mountain  that  is  still  a  breath- 
taking view  and  the  little  hidden  lake  lona.  Legend  has  it  that  lona  was 
always  so  calm  that  Chief  Choconia's  wife,  lona,  used  it  as  a  mirror  from 
whence  the  name  came. 

Albany  has  two  land-marks  of  which  it  is  rightfully  proud:  the  covered 
bridge  at  Passaconway  and  the  oldest  standing  house  in  town. 

The  bridge  was  built  in  1857  but  a  high  wind  destroyed  it  the  following 
year.  However,  it  was  quickly  rebuilt  by  Amzie  Russell  and  Leander  S. 
Moulton.  It  measures  136'  over  all,  the  width  is  21'  and  between  arches  it 
measures  16'.  This  bridge  spans  the  Swift  River  that  flows  down  to  join 
the  Saco  River  at  Conway,  thence  on  to  the  ocean. 

Tlie  oldest  house  still  standing  was  built  by  Squire  Stephen  Allard 
in  the  area  known  as  Bald  Hill.  Mr.  Allard  built  the  house  when  he  was  a 
young  man.  He  died  in  1869  at  the  age  of  99. 

In  this  generation  the  place  is  known  as  the  David  Hurley  Fann.  Mr. 
Hurley's  grand-daughter,  Mrs.  Alice  Cook,  lives  there  now. 

The  Kancamangus  Highway,  newly  built,  starts  its  winding  road  through 
the  wilderness  in  Albany  and  continues  thru  much  of  the  town.  In  another 
century  the  scenic  beauty  unfolded  by  this  highway  will,  do  doubt,  change 
this  quiet  little  hamlet.  However,  it  is  certain  that  Albany  will  extend  a 
warm  welcome  to  those  who  wish  to  become  a  part  of  the  town.

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1.     SCOPE  OF     THIS  STUDY 

This  study  was  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Conway  School 
Board,  under  a  warrant  article  passed  at  the  1959  Conway  School 
Meeting.  Its  purpose  was  to  explore  the  possibility  of  entering  into  a 
co-operative  agreement  between  the  interested  towns,  to  provide  for 
the  rapidly  increasing  enrollment  at  Kennett  High  School.  The  fol- 
lowing school  districts  participated  in  the  study:

2.      OUTLINE  OF  CONCLUSIONS   REACHED 

(a)  The  best  solution  to  the  problem  of  our  increasing  school  popu- 

lation is  a  co-operative  school  for  grades  7  through  12. 

(b)  This  co-operative  would 

—  make  possible  a  unit  large  enough  for  efficient  operation 

—  assure  adequate  space  for  some  years  to  come, 

—  make  possible  a  stronger  curriculm,  and 

—  permit  the  towns  to  participate  in  school  administration. 

(c)  The   cost,    when   compared   to  present   costs   for  facilities  and 

tuition,  would  be  reasonable. 


3.      THE   PROBLEM 

Kennett  High  School  will  soon  be  overcrowded.  Even  now,  some 
departments  (laboratories,  shops,  home  economics)  have  to  limit  admis- 
sions because  of  lack  of  space  and  facilities.  Our  educators  tell  us 
that  when  the  enrollment  at  Kennett  passes  550,  makeshift  classes 
wdU  have  to  be  set  up.  The  estimated  enrollment  shows  that  the 
critical  point  will  be  passed  in  September  of  1961  and  will  require 
drastic  measures  by  September  of  1962.

These  figures  are  based  on  students  now  actually  attending  elementary 
grades,  and  allows  for  a  normal  drop-out  rate  in  high  school. 
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4.      POSSIBLE   SOLUTIONS 

(a)  Enlarge  Kennett  High  School. 

After  consulting  an  architect,  the  Committee  decided  that  this 
would  be  very  expensive  in  relation  to  the  additional  space 
provided,  would  require  further  expansion  of  the  heating  and 
other  service  facilities,  and  would  mar  the  pleasing  appearance 
of  the  building. 

(b)  Limit  the  acceptance  of  tuition  students. 

Aside  from  the  consideration  that  this  would  not  be  a  neigh- 
borly thing  to  do  except  as  a  last  resort,  Conway  would  have 
to  refuse  about  125  tuition  students  within  the  next  five  years, 
probably  on  an  individual  town  basis.  Eventually,  and  perhaps 
within  a  very  few  years,  the  tuition  towns  would  form  their  own 
co-operative,  and  Conway  would  end  up  with  no  tuition 
students  and  a  school  one-third  too  large  for  its  own  pupils- 
The  resultant  disruption  in  class  set-up  would  inevitably 
increase  the  cost  per  student,  and  probably  force  a  cut-back 
in  the  curriculum.  The  Committee  gave  only  passing  considera- 
tion to  this  alternative,  and  did  not  vote  on  it. 

(c)  Set  up  a  partial  co-operative,  for  grades  10-11-12  only. 

There  was  some  sentiment  for  this  plan,  particularly  on  the 
assumption  that  it  might  be  easier  to  sell  to  the  voters.  How- 
ever, it  was  generally  recognized  that  this  would  create  as 
many  problems  as  it  solved,  and  would  eventually  lead  to  a 
full  7-12  co-operative. 

(d)  A  full  co-operative,  grades  7-8-9  in  the  present  Kennett  High 

and  grades  10-11-12  in  a  new  building.  A  substantial  majority 
of  the  Committee  voted  for  this  plan. 


5.     THE   FULL  CO-OPERATIVE 

(a)     Curriculum 

The  improvement  in  curriculum  would  not  be  achieved  by  the 
addition  of  a  variety  of  new  subjects.  At  most,  the  Committee 
recommends  the  addition  of  one  foreign  language,  Spanish  or 
German,  if  the  demand  justifies  it.  Rather,  the  aim  is  to  come 
closer  to  the  ideal  of  a  "comprehensive"  school,  which  strives 
to  provide 

(1)  to  the  student  who  intends  to  go  to  college,  an  oppor- 
tunity for  more  extensive  preparation  in  the  sciences, 
mathematics,  and  languages. 

(2)  to  the  student  who  will  not  go  to  college,  an  oppor- 
tunity for  more  extensive  preparation  in  the  industrial 
and  commercial  arts,  and  home  economics. 


(3)     to  all  students,  the  good  general  education  which  is  the 
foundation  for  solid  citizenship  in  a  democracy. 

To  achieve  this,  courses  in  manual  arts,  fine  arts,  and  home 
economics  would  be  brought  down  into  the  Junior  High  cur- 
riculum, leaving  time  and  space  for  more  advanced  scheduling 
in  Senior  High.  After  graduation,  the  student's  superior  train- 
ing would  greatly  facilitate  admission  to  college  or  integration 
into  industry. 


(b)     Facilities

The  proposed  new  Senior  High  school  would  consist  of  24 
classrooms,  gymnasium  and  cafeteria,  and  would  include  mod- 
ern laboratories,  shops,  and  home  economics  equipment.  It 
would  take  care  of  600  students.  The  school  could  be  located 
just  across  the  railroad  tracks  from  Kennett  High.  The  site, 
which  is  ideal  for  the  purpose,  is  believed  to  be  available  at  a 
very  reasonable  price.

The  present  Kennett  High  would  be  adequate  for  this  estimated 
enrollment,  and  its  facilities,  far  superior  to  those  of  the  present 
junior  high  building  would  permit  the  expansion  in  Junior  High 
curriculum  recommended  above. 
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(c)  Administration 

The  co-operative  school  would,  of  itself,  constitute  a  separate 
school  district,  managed  by  its  own  school  board.  The  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  this  board  be  made  up  of  an  odd 
number  of  members,  not  to  exceed  15,  with  at  least  one  mem- 
ber from  each  participating  town.  Town  members  would  be 
elected  by  each  town  at  its  annual  school  meeting,  and  the 
remaining  members-at-large  would  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  co-operative  school  district.  (State  law  would 
have  to  be  changed  to  permit  a  15-man  board  and  the  recom- 
mended method  of  election,  but  no  difficulty  is  anticipated  in 
obtaining  this  change). 

(d)  Cost 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  new  Senior  High  School  is  about 
$1,050,000.  However,  reimbursement  up  to  55%  of  the  cost 
would  be  available  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Kennett 
High  would  be  acquired  by  the  co-operative  for  about  $450,000. 
Annual  operation  and  transportation  costs  are  estimated  at 
$180,000  for  the  Senior  High,  and  $155,000  for  the  Junior 
High. 

6.      FINANCING  AND  ALLOCATING  THE  COST 

(a)  The   cost  of  facilities   acquired  by  the   co-operative   would  be 

covered  by  bonds,  to  be  repaid  over  a  20-year  period. 

(b)  The  committee  recommends  that  the  cost  of  acquisition  and  oper- 

ation be  shared  among  the  participants:  one-half  on  the  basis 
of  number  of  students  and  one-half  on  the  basis  of  equalized 
valuation. 

(c)  Estimated  results  of  allocation  (for  the  FIRST  YEAR)  are  shown 

in  the  table  on  the  facing  page. 

The  co-operative  cost,  grades  7-12  shown  in  the  table  includes  not  only 
operation  and  transportation  but  the  cost  of  acquisition  as  well. 

The  table  includes,  for  the  FIRST  YEAR,  principal  and  interest  on  the 
new  building,  (less  State  reimbursement),  of  $59,685.  This 
amount  is  scheduled  to  decrease  each  succeeding  year,  and  at 
the  TWENTIETH  YEAR  would  be  $25,172. 

7.     TIME  SCHEDULE 

The  Committee  would  like  to  emphasize  the  time  element 
involved  in  this  project.  Assuming  acceptance  by  the  voters  in  March, 
1961,  the  organization  of  the  co-operative  school  district  and  the 
awarding  of  contracts  for  the  new  Senior  High  within  six  months 
thereafter,  would  leave  only  one  year  for  the  actual  building  of  the 
school  by  the  critical  date,  September  of  1962.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

PREVENTION  IS  YOUR  BUSINESS 

Carelessness,  HUMAN  CARELESSNESS,  causes  9  out  of  10  forest 
fires.  Each  year  200,000  fires  burn  over  30  million  acres  in  the  United 
States.  This  represents  5  percent  of  our  nation's  woodlands  being  wasted 
each  year.  Every  fire  takes  its  toll.  Floods  follow;  stream  flow  is  affected; 
timber,  buildings,  grazing  and  wildlife  are  destroyed  —  all  because  MANY 
are  CARELESS  with  fire  in  and  near  woodland.  This  can  be  remedied. 
YOU  can  put  an  end  to  this  shameful  waste!  PREVENTION  is  YOUR 
business! 

YOU,  whether  YOU  be  a  farmer,  homemaker,  business  or  professional 
man  or  woman,  municipal,  state  or  federal  official,  clerk  or  woodsman  can 
play  an  important  part  in  die  continuing  and  vital  prevention  program. 

First  —  by  setting  a  good  example  YOURSELF  —  being  sensible  and 
complying  with  tlie  necessary  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of 
fire  in  and  near  woodlands.

ALBANY  CEMETERY  ASSOCIATION  TRUSTEES 

Minutes  of  Meetings 

The  former  Cemetery  Committee  met  for  the  first  time  under  the  new 
status,  as  a  Board  of  Trustees,  as  voted  at  Town  Meeting  March  10,  1960, 
to  serve  the  balance  of  the  three  year  period  to  March,  1962. 

CUfford  Pratt  was  appointed  as  Chairman  for  1960,  Bemice  J.  Lane 
as  Treasurer  to  serve  two  years,  Eleanor  M.  Wilson  as  Clerk  for  two  years. 

It  was  decided  at  this  meeting  to  have  another  community  get  together 
for  a  spring  clean  up  at  the  Moody,  Canada  and  High  Street  Cemeteries 
before  May  30th. 

The  Trustees  have  planned  to  visit  the  Wonalancet  cemetery  and  with 
tlie  cooperation  of  Mrs.  Richard  McKey  endeavor  to  get  some  work  started 
before  May  30. 

To  make  and  place  two  cement  Hush  markers,  to  replace  two  stones 
damaged  beyond  repair  by  falhng  tree  at  Canada  St. 

It  was  decided  to  meet  at  the  High  St.  cemetery  May  2  and  try  to 
get  some  idea  of  work  to  be  done. 

Eleanor  Wilson,  Jessie  Lane  and  Cliff  Pratt  met  at  the  High  St.  ceme- 
tery May  2  at  9  a.m.  Measurements  of  this  yard  were  made  and  found  to 
be  162  feet  long  by  110  feet  wide  and  bound  on  exact  points  of  the  compass 
East  and  West. 

At  this  time  the  aid  of  Mrs.  Drouin  and  Mrs.  Raymond  Smith  was 
enlisted  to  help  locate  umnarked  graves  and  proved  to  be  of  tremendous 
value. 

Listing  and  measurements  of  occupied  graves  were  taken  and  it  was 
found  that  much  of  the  area  south  of  the  driveway  has  been  wasted  by 
lack  of  planning. 

At  noon  went  to  Jessie  Lane's  to  dinner  which  lent  mvich  charm  and 
comfort  to  the  Inner  Being.  Return  to  cemetery  and  finished  measurements 
and  decided  to  lay  out  the  north  side  of  the  driveway  in  sections  twelve 
feet  wide  by  forty  feet  long.  This  allows  for  eight  graves  five  by  twelve 
feet  in  each  section.  By  this  plan  we  have  one  hundred  diirty  three  grave 
lots  five  by  twelve  feet.  This  should  take  care  of  the  future  needs  of  the 
town  for  a  long  time. 

May  17th.  The  response  by  the  community  at  Moody  Cemetery  was 
very  gratifying. 

May  18th.  At  Canada  St.  Cemetery  another  fine  piece  of  work  was 
done.  The  Trustees  feel  the  town  has  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  ap- 
pearance of  our  cemeteries  for  Decoration  Day. 

May  23.  Rain  made  it  impossible  to  care  for  this  cemetery  on  High 
St.  and  a  get  together  is  called  for  the  next  fair  night. 

May  24.  The  Trustees  made  the  trip  to  Wonalancet  and  met  with  Mrs. 
McKey.  The  condition  of  the  cemetery  was  discussed  and  it  was  decided 
the  distance  was  too  great  to  try  community  clean  up.  The  work  here  will 
have  to  be  done  by  hired  labor  that  is  estimated  to  take  about  forty  hours. 
Mrs.  McKey  expressed  a  willingness  to  find  this  labor  and  also  to  contact 
several  people  she  thought  would  be  interested  to  help  in  this  effort. 

After  leaving  Mrs.  McKey's  the  Trustees  paid  a  visit  to  the  cemetery 
in  a  heavy  rain.  This  is  a  sad,  neglected  and  dilapidated-looking  place  and 
the  Trustees  regret  that  it  must  remain  so  until  after  Decoration  Day. 

May  28.  Cards  of  thanks  were  mailed  to  those  who  took  part  in  our 
second  community  clean  up  of  cemeteries. 

May  31.  Mrs.  Wilson  and  Cliff'  Pratt  met  with  the  Selectmen  to  find 
out  the  reason  they  have  not  set  up  the  trust  fund  and  why  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  two  hundred  dollars  working  fund  has  been  kept  in  the 
town  general  fund  and  in  this  manner  lost  to  the  trust  fund.  The  Selectmen 
have  not  followed  the  will  of  the  1959  vote  of  Town  Meeting  as  laid  out 
in  Article  Three  of  the  committee's  recommendations. 

At  this  time  a  careful  study  of  Chapter  68  R.S.L.A.  was  made.  It  was 
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found  that  Article  No.  6  of  this  chapter  was  misunderstood  l^)'  the  com- 
mittee in  its  1959  recommendations.  The  Hmited  amount  of  three  hundred 
dollars  is  for  abandoned  or  discontinued  cemeteries  and  the  town  is  not 
limited  in  the  amounts  they  may  raise  for  active  areas. 

At  this  time  the  Selectmen  agreed  to  turn  over  the  trust  fund  bank 
book  and  the  two  hundred  dollar  working  fund  to  Mrs.  Lane,  treasurer  of 
Trustees. 

Forty  eight  dollars  and  fifty  eight  cents  unexpended  working  fund  has 
been  lost  to  the  trust  fimd  by  neglect  of  the  Selectmen  to  act  as  required 
by  the  vote  of  the  1959  Town  Meeting. 

Dec.  20.  The  Trustees  made  an  inspection  of  the  cemeteries  and  made 
notes  for  plans  for  1961  work.  Bound  markers  are  to  be  placed  to  mark 
sections  in  the  High  St.  and  Passaconway  cemeteries.  At  Canada  St.  if 
possible  we  would  like  to  install  a  gate.  The  cemetery  on  the  Elijah  Mason 
farm  needs  bushes  cut  and  stones  that  have  fallen  over  placed  again  on 
foundation.  At  Bald  Hill  the  cemetery  is  in  the  same  neglected  condition 
and  will  receive  some  care  in  1961. 

At  the  Moody  Cemetery  the  paper  on  the  cement  posts  of  the  fence 
should  be  removed  as  it  begins  to  detract  from  the  work  done  on  the  rest 
of  the  grounds. 

The  Hammond  lot  in  the  Charles  Hammond  Memorial  Cemetery  has 
a  nice  flush  granite  marker  to  Mr.  Hammond.  No  decision  was  made  at  this 
time  in  regard  to  any  work  at  this  cemetery. 

At  Wonalancet  it  was  found  that  the  remains  of  Catherine  H.  Dwight 
had  been  buried  in  the  lot  purchased  by  Miss  Laura  N.  Dwight  of  Wellesley, 
Mass.  A  granite  marker  had  been  set  as  requested  by  the  Trustees. 

A.  G.  Evans  of  Tamworth  had  removed  stones  and  filled  the  hole  left 
in  1924  when  the  bodies  of  Hiram  Currier  and  wife  were  moved  to  the 
Tamworth  Cemetery.  Tliis  cemetery  looks  very  much  better  than  it  did  on 
our  last  visit. 

There  have  been  seven  grave  lots  sold  in  tlie  Passaconway  Cemetery. 
A  plan  of  this  cemetery  has  been  made  with  tlie  known  graves  listed  in  the 
card  file.  There  are  thirty  lots  still  unused.  There  is  need  for  some  work 
in  the  northeast  corner  to  remove  the  stubs  that  interfere  with  tlie  power 
mower. 

The  Albany  Cemetery  Association  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  thanks 
and  appreciation  for  the  grand  response  to  the  community  effort  in  caring 
for  the  tovni's  cemeteries.

Rules  and  Regulations 

To  govern  and  direct  the  Trustees  of  the  Albany  Cemetery  Association 
in  perfomiance  and  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Authority  Chapter  68  R.S.L.A. 

No.  1.  There  shall  be  at  all  times  a  Board  of  three  Trustees,  to  be 
elected  by  vote  of  town  at  regular  Town  Meeting  beginning  March,  1962. 

No.  2.  In  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  a  Trustee,  the  remaining 
two  members  shall  appoint  a  substitute  to  serve  until  the  next  regular  Toun 
Meeting.  A  Trustee  shall  be  elected  to  complete  tlie  balance  of  the  vacated 
term. 

No.  3.  There  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Clerk.  The 
Treasurer  and  Clerk  shall  serve  three  year  terms.  The  office  of  Chairman 
shall  alternate  making  the  Treasurer  and  Clerk  hold  two  offices  for  one 
year  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  entered  on  the  Ballot  at  Town  Meeting 
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in  March,  1962.  One  Trustee  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three 
years,  following  years  one  Trustee  shall  be  elected  each  year  for  a  term  of 
three  years. 

The  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  bills  and  render  an  accounting  at  Town 
Meeting. 

All  bills  shall  receive  the  O.  K.  of  the  Clerk  or  Chairman  or  both  before 
being  paid. 

No.  5.  The  Clerk  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  sale  of  grave  lots  and 
keeping  a  card  file  as  lots  are  occupied,  and  keep  a  book  record  of  grave 
registrations.  Copies  of  owner  certificates  shall  be  filed  in  this  book  in  rela- 
tion to  the  plan  of  the  cemetery  they  belong  to. 

No.  6.  A  grave  lot  shall  be  five  by  twelve  feet.  A  fee  of  ten  dollars 
shall  be  charged  for  each  5'  x  12'  lot. 

No.  7.  All  funds  received  by  sales  and  donations  shall  be  kept  in  die 
working  fuiad  and  any  balance  over  shall  be  left  in  tlie  working  fund  to 
be  used  in  the  care  of  the  cemetery  from  which  they  are  derived,  authority 
Chapter  68. 

No.  8.  No  grave  shall  be  opened  in  any  cemetery  without  a  permit 
from  the  Clerk  with  lot  number  and  location.  A  notice  shall  be  posted  at 
each  cemetery  to  this  effect. 

No.  9.  There  shall  be  a  complete  report  to  the  town  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.
